YOKAHAMA, Jan. 3.—(Via San Fran- 


cisco, Jan. 19.—The plague ceases to at-

out of which •!() have proved fatal. The 
chief injury sustained has been by the 
business Interests of Kobe, which hayo 
suf-ered severely, and also by the rail- 
way companies, passenger travel having' 
been 
greatly deterred by the stringent 


quarantine regulations. 


A lively Interest has been aroused by 
the publication of the secret decree of 
the Empress Dowager of China, in which 
she shows a becoming sense o£ the dan- 
ger which threatens the empire from for- 
eign aggression, and holds the provin- 
cial Governors to a strict responsibility 
lor tho immediate defense of their re- 
spective provinces, should any attack be 
made upon them. "The various powers," 
she says, "are casting upon us looks of 
tiger-like voracity, hustling each other In 
their 
endeavors to be the first to seize 


upon 
our 
innermost 
territory. 
They 


think that China, having neither money 
nor troops would never venture to go to 
war with them." 
Speculation is, of course, rife as 
to 
what has happened to bring out this de- 
cree, eminently suggestive as it is of the 
stlfi'enins; of China's backbone. Some at- 
tribute ft to an understanding with Ja- 
pan,

Despite 
the 
efforts 
that have been 


made by the police force of San Fran- 
cisco to put a rtop to the muraers of 
I he 


highbinders 
in that city, another out- 


break Is not only in progress, but it has 
assumed such proporlions that a state 
war may be said to exist between the 
rival tonss. That !t should be possible 
for such a condition of affairs to exist 
in a city so largo and so well policed as 
is San Francisc:> may seem inexplicable 
to those who Inok upon the troubles from 
afar, but to those who arc acquainted 
with tho w'lrki-itr.-; of the Chinese col- 
ony 
that flourishes in this part of the 


country there is no occasion for surprise 
at the condition of affairs. 


In the first place, these highbinders do

light openly. They operate,

THE PASSING OF POLYGAMY. 


The decision of the Congressional com- 


mittee in the Roberts case practically 
disposes of the possibility that that in- 
dividual will be .able to take his seat in 
the House, and Utah will have to suffer 
the lo.3s of a valuable vote throughout 
the present session as the result of re- 
turning n 
polygamous 
Representative. 


Before the issue is finally disposed of, it 
must of course be treated by tho entire 
House, but there is no question whatever 
as to what that will mean, for there is 
scarcely 
c. voico 
raised 
nowadays 
in 


Washington in behalf of Roberts save by 
his counsellors and friends. 


The action of Congress is one of sin- 


gular importance, for in addition to es- 
tablishing a far reaching precedent, ^ 
stinging rebuke Is given to those elements 
that sr.ar.d beyond tV.u pale of our recog- 
nized lines of morality. Where Roberts' 
case was singularly weak was that, save 
for his own Immediate sect, the hands of 
the entire 
nation 
were turned against 


him, for polygamy is so repugnant to the 


c.:cptod ideas of propriety that from that j 


standpoint there was no possibility of a i 
word of defense. As a matter of fact, the 
only opportunity he had from the first of 
being seated was on the strict constitu- 
tional lines of tiio right to reject anyone j 
•who presented himself to Congress with | 
a cert'ifi'jatc proving him to bo the duly J 
elected representative of the people, and . 
when it was shown by those opposing: 
him 
that Concress ilad just as 
r.iuch , 


right to reject him or. moral grounds as; 
It undoubtedly would have 
If he wen-1 


suffering from leprosy or some other foul j 
disease, it then became certain that all 
his hopes were gone. 


Still another powerful clement against 


him is that even in his home State or 
I'tah r:nd among the very people who sent 
him to Washington there is no great 
clamor to have him recognized: on the 
contrary, there is an ominous silence In 
that quarter, born iloulilles:! of the fact 
that there might be a possibility of show- 
ing that Utah had violated her compact 
of statehood by encouraging polygamou? 
practices after she had agreed to dishonor 
and reject them. 
There is no likelihood, 


therefore.that tliciv will be an attempt to 
force Roberts upnr. Congress by rcturn- 
ng him again and thus endorsing him, 
and in this particular the case differs 
entirely from another fnmolis one oC the 
•iind that might well have been quoted Ju 
connection with the present proposition, j 
Fifteen veers or so ago Charles Brad-1 
laugh, a noted atheist and the author of 
many works on free-thinking, was re- 
turned to Parliament from a London bor- 
ough. When he presented himself at flic 
bar of the House of Commons he wus 
refused his sent or. the score that ho was 
not a Christian, and although he was 
vigorously backed by a number of maga- 
zines and newspapers, I'.c was unable to 
secure recognition. 
At the next election 


\\f: was returned again and for the second 
time rej-'.'Ctcd, and then later on he was 
for the third time sent to Parliament, and 
on this occasion seated, the representa- 
tives of the govei0ment deciding that, as 
they did not draw the line at Jews, they 
coulcl rot very well insist upon the point 
raised against Krruilaugh. 


W i t h Kol;c:"s, though, the premises are 


different. 
He stands alone—the represent- 


ative of a belief the members of which 
dare not assert themselves for fear of I 
criminal jiros'/eution nnd which, lo the 
credit of the nation, lias been made an 
emblem of dishonor and reproach. Under 
such conditions it cannot therefore bo 
considered strange that he has lost his 
fight—on the contrary, ir. would have been 
rr...a:'kable if lie had won it.
